Hess Says Colonies Must Be 
Returned or Exports 
Will Be Dumped. 


Hof, Germany, Oct. 13 (AP). — A 
high nazi official predicted Monday 
night an international trade war 
unless Germany got back her lost 
colonies. 
"Guns instead of butter” is the 
nazi slogan, said the spokesman, Ru­ 
dolf Hess, Adolph Hitler’s minister 
without portfolio. 
He amplified this with an asser­ 
tion that Germany is forced to im­ 
port so many raw materials for re­ 
armament that there is no money 
left for the importation of foodstuffs. 
Unless "the world gave Germany 
colonies having raw materials,” Hess 
declared. “Germany would be forced 
to export at any price, thus impair­ 
ing the exports of other nations.” 
Such a situation would be tanta­ 
mount to Germany "dumping” their 
goods on other world markets. 
If given back the colonies strip­ 
ped from her after the world war 
Germany “then would produce in 
her own territory the raw products 
which she is now forced to buy 
abroad,” Hess declared. 
Hess did not further amplify his 
"export at any price” assertion, but 
said: 
“Hitler’s resolute foreign and po­ 
litical actions gave Germany politi­ 
cal independence, and by determined 
economic-political actions Der Fuhr­ 
er will achieve the nation’s economic 
freedom.”
